WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—(UN) 
Agreement that the bottom of the de- 
pression has been reached and busi- 
ness is now on the upgrade was given 
today in a statement by Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont.

Precise statistics are not available 
ou retail trade, but preliminary fig- 
ures, he said, indicate improvement, 
and “this is more than confirmed by 
the statements of many representa- 
tives not only of department stores 
but of other Classes of retail stores.

ARE JAILED IN GnilLt 
AS'REVOLT FAILS 


Fliers Are Charged With 
Cruising Over Prohib- 
ited Territory; Will Be 
Quizzed on Rebellion. 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Sept. 22. 
(P)—The Chilean minister of the in- 
terior, at the request of President 
Carlos Ibanez, tonight informed the 
Associated Press that the names of 
the two American aviators held by 
Chilean authorities after a revolu- 
tionary attempt at the city of Con- 
cepcion yesterday were “Elward Or- 
ville De Larin”’ and “Reed Smith 
Doyle.” 

They were flying a tri-motor Fok- 
ker. ; 

The two aviators will be tried on 
the charge of having violated the 
laws and regulations of the country 
regarding forbidden air routes § and 
landing places. If a military inves- 
tigation committee discovers’ they 
have had any part in the attempted 
uprising, they will be subject to court- 


martial. 
Order Prevails. 


Carlos Froedden, the minister of 
the interior, said order. prevails 
throughout Chile, and that the gov- 
ernment had found it unnecessary to 
take general measures. He said the 
incident at Concepcion was purely 
local. 

To the Associated Press Senor Fro- 
edden gave the following official .ac- 
count of the revolutionary attempt. 

“At two minutes past 4 p. m. yes- 
terday a tri-motored Fokker airplane, 
piloted by Edward Orville De Larin 
and Reed Smith Doyle, landed at a 
place called Hualpen, near Concep- 
cion. 

“The authorities of the province, 
in viewy ef the fact that the airplane 
infringed the laws and fegulations of 
the country by flying over a forbid- 
den route and landing place, ordered 
that the airmen be detainéd with their 
airplane pending instructions from the 
government. ; 

Effort To Incite Army. 
_“Later the authorities in Concep- 
clon and the commander of the Cha- 
cabuco regiment learned that Colonel 
Marmaduke Grove, of the army, and 
the former General Enrique Bravo, 
with the civilians, Luis Salas Romo, 
Carlos Vicuna Fuentes, and Pedro 
Leon Ugalde, had addressed the regi- 
ment and attempted to influence the 
soldiers to revolt against their su- 
perior officers and against the gov- 
ernment.

The verdict of the superior court 
here was affirmed by the Georgia sn- 
preme court and a petition for a re- 
hearing was denied last week.

Says Contests Filed After 
Harrison Questioned Ca- 
toosa, Walker Returns. 


By The Associated Press. 


William B. Harrison and eight by 
Homer C. Parker, indications Mon- 
day were that the nominee for comp- 
troller-general of Georgia would not 
be definitely known until after the 
state democratic convention is held 
in Macon, October 17. 

Parker, Monday named the coun- 
ties in which his attorneys filed con- 
test late Saturday night, while Har- 
rison’s attorneys announced in two 
counties late Saturday. Harrison, 
the incumbent and tied with Parker 
in unit votes for the nomination, filed 
in Catoosa and Walker counties. 
Parker filed in Campbell, Early, Han- 
cock, Jones, Lumpkin, Peach, Taylor 
and Wilkinson. 

This comptroller-general’s race, the 
only close one resulting from the Sep- 
tember’ 10 democratic primary, has 
held the inferest of voters since elec- 
tion day. fFirst Harrison was de- 
clared winner, then Parker, and finai- 
ly Harrison was again placed on top 
with a two-unit vote lead. Later, 
however, an error was claimed in the 
Wilkinson county tally sheet, which 
gave the county. to Parker instead of 
Bb. M. Bullard, thus tying him with 
Harrison and giving him a popular 
vote lead of 1,199. Rules of the demo- 
cratic committee are that in case of 
tie the holder of the popular plurality 
wins the nomination. 

The Harrison contests, however, 
and these of Parker, will keep the 
winner in doubt until all cases have 
been investigated and reports filed. 
Even if there is no change in the 
present line-up, it is the duty of the 
State democratic committee as a whole 
to declare the nominee at its con- 
vention. 

Harrison won all the counties con- 
tested by Parker by a_ narrow 
margin. 

The votes were as follows: Camp- 
bell county, Harrison 270, B. M. Bul- 
lard, 266; Karly, Harrison, 76 
Parker, 261; Hancock, Harrison 
Parker 252; Jones, Harrison, 
Bullard 144; Lumpkin, Harrison 
Parker 236; Peach, Harrison, 
Parker 198; Taylor, Harrison 
Parker 204. 

In Wilkinson county, Parker said 
he filed a contest to prove that a 
clerical error was responsible for the 
incorrect count given in the first 
official compilation submitted to the 
state democratic committee secretary, 
Mrs. Bessie Anderson. This first 
county gave Parker 274 votes. Later 
an amended return was filed giviug 
him 574, the difference giving him 
the county and tying him with Har- 
rison, 

Harrison said he expected dates for 
hearing on his contests to be set for 
later in the week. ‘ He also indicated 
that his attorneys in Macon. might 
have a statement to release.

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 22.—(4)— 
Four men were killed here early to- 
day in a mysterious fire and a series 
of heavy explosions which shattered 
the second floor of the Frick build- 


ing of the Carl J. Weber Manufac- 
turing Company. Authorities said 
the first explosion came from a still 
which apparently was used for alco- 
hol cutting. 

Three of the bodies found were 
unidentified. ‘The fourth was identi- 
fied as that of William Siegel, 29, of 
Detroit. 

Search for additional bodies began 
at once. 
The Weber company is listed as man- 
ufacturers of boiler compounds and 
iron preservatives. When firemen en- 
tered the burning plant they said they 
found evidences of a large distilling 
layout in the building, including two 
large stills, two 550-gallon tanks, 
300 one-gallon cans and an assort- 
ment of copper tanks and tubing. 
Identification of the dead is ex- 
pected to be difficult, owing to the 
condition of the bodies. 

A resident of. the vicinity said 20 
minutes before the blast he saw a 
large automobile pull up in front of 
the factory. Two men went into a 
rear door, stayed a few minutes and 
departed. 

The building is owned by John A. 
Freeborn, who said he did not know 
the names of the tenants as the build- 
ing was leased by his attorney. 

The attorney, William C. Rowe, 
said a man who gave his name as 
Carl J. Weber, Cleveland, rented the 
building the latter part of July for 
a boiler compound factary.

Veteran British Economist Turns 
Out Another Powerful Book 
Dealing With Overproduction. 
Can You Maintain a Free 
Market and Restrict One’s 
Operations, Is Question 
Red Short-Selling of 
Wheat Stirs Up. 


J. <A. Hobson, veteran’ British 
economist, has written another pun- 
gent and powerful book dealing with 
overproduction. He calls it “Ration- 
alism and Unemployment.” 

In this excellent little treatise Mr. 
Hobson expands the theory that the 
tendency to overproduction is distinc- 
tively a permanent feature in modern 
society, growing more marked as the 
country becomes more industrialized. 

Ever Wince the days of Ricardo, 
economists have been pondering the 
question of how to balance production 
with consumption. As nations grow 
in wealth the tendency to produce 


more than the “effective” demand war- 
rants has been a basic and major 
business . problem. 

Mr. Hobson quotes official British 
figures to show that from 1919 to 
1928 production in Great Britain in- 
creased 32 per cent, while payrolls in- 
creased only 3 per cent. 

The malady for overproduction with 
its consequent plight of wunemploy- 
ment is one primarily of the distribu- 
tion of national income. 

“The economic wants of man are 
illimitable,” says Mr. Hobson. “There 
are would-be consumers for all the 
wheat, wool, cotton, steel and other 
goods that cannot, under existing cir- 
cumstances, get produced. There is 
not any lack of purchasing power or 
money to buy these goods.” 

The remedy? Mr. Hobson holds to 
the theory of higher wages which in- 
creases purchasing power; prices so 
regulated as to insure a gradual ex- 
pansion of markets; taxation which 
prevents too large percentage of cap- 
ital accumulating, the collected taxes 
to add to the real income of the work- 
ers through various plans of social 
service. 

The Hobson challenge of society’s 
growth is its willingness and further 
its ability to so organize the use of 
its growing surpluses which, after the 
needs of economic maintenance have 
been satisfied, may be directed to pro- 
viding “the economic support and lei- 
sure needed for the general enrichment 
of non-economic life.” 

It’s an arresting book, written for 
the modern businessman. 


All the furore against short sell- 
ing by the soviet government on the 
Chicago board of trade is very confus- 
ing to the lay reader. But it is just 
as confusing to the _ professional 
trader, 

The Chicago Board of Trade is an 
open market—a free market where 
everyone can buy or sell wheat and 
other grain without restriction. 

It is not nnusual for large organ- 
izations and governments to hedge to 
protect shipments. It has been done 
repeatedly at Chicago in the last gen- 
eration. 

But it happens that this short sell- 
ing by the soviet government has been 
going on at a time when the wheat 
prices have been extremely low. It 
may or may not have affected prices. 
This will undoubtedly be brought out 
by the investigation. 

But the query after all is: Can you 
maintain a free market and restrict 
any one in their operations on that 
market? 

And the answer to this question is 
not affected one way or the other by 
the — who happens to be active 
in the market. 


The federal reserve banks have 
$3,000,000,000 in gold, the Bank of 
France almost $1,900,000,000—and 
the Bank of England about $900,000.- 
000. Certainly the first two banks 
don’t need it all! - 

George E. Roberts, vice president, 
in charge of the National City bank’s 
bulletin, thinks the main troubles of 
the world today are due to the “mal- 
adjustment of gold.” 

In a recent bulletin, the National 
City bank said: 

“The large accumulations of gold 
in New York and Paris since 1914 
have resulted from abnormal condi- 
tions having their origin in the war. 
In this sense it is a maldistribution 
of gold. The two countries have more 
than they can advantageously. use, 
and other countries have lJé8s than 
they might advantageously use.” 

Then this observation: 

“In the United States the additions 
to the bank reserves furnished the 
basis of the great speculation in 
stocks, and to a great extent the new 
supplies of credit were absorbed in 
this manner.” 


Mr. RoBerts goes on to state he 
believes few people now will dispute 
the claim that the United States 
would have been a lot better off with 
“less gold and less available credit.” 
Had we not had the gold, the grow- 
ing inflation of the last few years 
would not have taken place, with its 
resultant collapse of last fall in the 
market, 

But what of the future? Gustav 
Cassel, of Sweden, and J. M. Keynes, 
of England, both maintain the pro- 
duction of gold today is not keeping 
up with the growing and natural in- 
crease in world business. This will 
cause an appreciation of gold, which 
in turn will spell a drop in the world 
price level, and a long period of 
business decline. 

It's a subject now being given plen- 
ty of study by world bankers and 
business men,

institutions. Most of the members of 
the society were . former noblemen, 
ezarist officers, manufaeturers and 
property owners.
